pentine treatment is probably about | 
the best and is used as follows: Dip J 
a quill in turpentine and then insert) 
it gently Into the windpipe. The quill l 
must of course cuter ttie windpipe in. j 
order to effect any cure. The operator j 
will see the opening of the windpipe I 
at the base of the throat. 
Numerous j 


complaints are made thnt the treat-' 
meut does no good because people fre- 
quently insert the quill into the gullet 
instead of tbe windpipe. 


A looped horsehair may also be used 


for dislodging the gape worm. Insert 
it into the windpipe, give it three or 
four turns and then remove, after 
which the chick will cough up any 
•worms that have beeu dislodged. 


Gape worms may be killed by placing 


the chicks in a closed barrel or some 
other convenient receptacle and forced 
to inhale strong tobacco fumes or 
those of a similar nature. This meth- 
od is not recommended very highly, as 
it is extremely dangerous. 
The treat- 


ment will of course kill the chicks if 
continued too long, and thus an inexpe- 
rienced operator finds it difficult to use. 


In combating this disease, as well as 


all others, healthy, growing chicks are 
much more likely to overcome the trou- 
ble than, weak, neglected ones.
